from tho Cleveland district, was made 
permanent chairman, and other ofllcers 
were chosen. A cable message from 
Mr. Parnell was read, advising the con- 
vention to put itself upon a platform in 
harmony with that of tho National 
League of Ireland, and to do nothing 
that would furnish England a pretext 
for tho suppression of tho league.— 
The convention concluded its labors 
Friday, having organi/ed tho Irish 
National League of America,with Alex- 
ander Sullivan, of Chicago, as president, 
The ilrst hours of the session wore oc- 
cupied with speeches and the reading 
of letters of sympathy from various 
persons, including a communication 
from "Sunset" Cox, of New York. The 
committee on resolutions submitted a 
report which begins witli a fierce ar- 
raignment of English government in 
Ireland, and declaring that "there is no 
form ot retaliation to which despair or 
madness may resort, for which English 
cruelty in Ireland is not exclusively re- 
sponsible." Specifically, it is charged 
that English rule has annihilated liberty 
in Ireland; bul landlordism has impov- 
ished tho people, while a selfish policy 
has not so much as permitted manufac- 
tures to obtain a foothold in tho island; 
that Kngland has not maintained peace 
and order in Ireland, but for seven 
hundred years has kept the country in- 
volved in bloodshed and anarchy: that 
tho pretense of Irish representation in 
Parliament is a mockery of Iho shallow- 
est sort, and that while measures pro- 
posed in Parliament by members from 
England or Scotland receive polite con- 
sideration, the facl that a bill is intro- 
duced by an Irish member sullScfis for 
il,s arrogant rejection.
